The majority of the Committee on Elec- 
tions of the House of Representatives has 
agreed to report back favorably a biil intro- 
duced by Mr. McComas of Maryland to pro- 
vide for permanency in Congressional dis- 
tricts and to prevent a chance majority of a 
State Legislature, chosen in the middle or at 
the very close of a decennial period, from in- 
dulging in ite favorite Democratic amuse- 
ment of changing boundary lines, as in Ohio, 
so as to grabfrom three-fourths to four-fifths 
of the members while being in the minority 
in the State, The bill is in substance: 


After each National decennial census of popu- 
lation shall have been completed Congress shall 
determine the number of Bepresentatives in 

the same among the 


Congress and reappo 

several States as entitied, and the Legislature 
of each State elected next after such apportion- 
ment by Congress shall redistrict each State un- 
der the restrictions and ations as to popu- 
lation and territory hereinbefore provided; and 
such when made by such State 
Legislature, shall not be altered by any succeed- 
ing Legislature during the term of ten years. 

The “regulations” are that the districts 
thus made shall have as nearly as practicable 
an equal number of inhabitants, so that the 
most populous shail not have over 15,000 more 
persons than the least populous. This still 
leaves the Democrats in a State like Illinois, 
were they to control it, a chance to steal a 
member more than they were entitied to by 
giving to their districts the lowest number 
of people and wo the Republican ones the 
highest. But to do that nicely it would be 
necessary to divide counties, which is never 
popular, hence this sligut margin of 15,000 be- 
tween highest and lowest, or a variance of 
7,500 from the avefage, does not open the 
door to much fraud. The districts must also 
be composed of territory which 1s contiguous, 
adjoining, and as far as, possible compact. 
Such sprawling, ungainly monsters as the 
Democrats have carvei outin Ohio and some 
other States will not be tolerated. 

The Democratic members of the commit- 
tee and of the House and Senate will of 
course fight this bill because it is aimed at 
fraud. They have no constitutional objec- 
tions, for the stanchest friends of “State 
rights” cannot deny that Congress has as 
perfectamght to regulate the election of 
members of the House as a State has of men- 
bers of its Legislature. Congress has power 
over the “time, place, and manner ”’ of ‘hold- 
ing the elections of Representatives, and no 
State Legislature should be permitted to 
stick its fingers in a pie which does not be- 
long to it. Enough is conceded the * States” 
by the recognition of their equality in te 
Senate. ; 

Congress can go farther than this bill does 
and be within its prerogatives. It can do 
the distrieting itself and it can direct the 
conduct of the election of House members. 
It can locate the polls, select the judges, and 
dispense utterly with State machinery in the 
casting of the votes or the returning of the 
result. But it has not chosen as yet to take 
the matter entirely into its own hands. It 
has merely said that members must be 
chosen by districts, has fixed the ratios 
of population therefor, and has fixed the 
date for the election of members. It is now 
preparing to go a siep farther. It has 
learned that occasional factious majorities in 
certain States are in the habit of gerryman- 
dering Congressional districts to snatch the 
control of the next House, and it has decided

This bill does not entirely doaway with ger- 
rymandering but it lessens the aniount of 1t. 
The redistricting of Ohio will be done by the 
Legislature chosen in the fall of 1891. If the 
Democrats carry it they will unquestionably 
do the work most unfairly. But tne people 
will know that redistricting is one of the 
issues involved in tne legislative contest, and 
will doubtless govern themseives accord- 
ingly. There wilino longer be 9 decennial 
period filled with Democratic gerrymanders, 
and with Republican efforts to correct them 
and to give back to majorities rights of which 
minorities had treasonably sought to deprive 
the m. 


FOLLY OF TAXING HIDES, 

The stupidity of taxing mixing wool asa 
protection or benefit to farmers has aiready 
been pointed out, as shown by the bad condi- 
tuon of the woolen industry. 

Turning from the heavy taxation of wool 
to the policy of freelisting hides it will be 
seen that the leather industry presents 4 
picture of a different color. Instead of de- 
clining hides advanced in price immediately 
after being put on the free list. American 
manufacturers buying hides in South Amer- 
ica could afford to pay more when relieved of 
the home duty, and hence bid ,higher as 
against their British rivals. .When the mar- 
ket advanced in South America it was, 
of course, strengthened elsewhere, and 
hence, unaccountable as it may seem to 
many who think the protective princi- 
ple applicable under ali circumstances, the 
price of hides advanced in this country as 
soon as the duty was repealed. Nor was this 
any injury to either the manufagturer or the 
final buyer of leather ware or goods, The 
repeal of the tariff put the manufacturers on 
an even footing with the British in obtaining 
raw material, and hence they were ready to 
enter into competition for the worid’s mar- 
kets and develop a big volume of new busi- 
ness. A big export trade was quickly built 
up, rising from a valuation of $500,000 in 1871 
to $10,000,000 at the present time. The 
leather industry has $67,000,000 of capital 
invested and its annual product,is valued 
at $185,000,000, and it pays $14,000,000 
annually in wages, at an average rate of $575, 
or nearly double that paid in the woolen 
milis. With their volume of busihess so 
greatly enlarged manufacturers were con- 
tent with a reduced percentage of profit and 
the people got boots amd shoes, etc, of a 
better quality and at cheaper rates than be- 
fore. The avolition of the duty on hides 
built the leather industry up into solid pros- 
perity and was a benefit to every one con- 
cerned, from the producer of hides to the 
manufacturer and the ultimate purchaser 
and user of leather articles. 

The McKinley bill proposes to put siill 
higher duties on wool and levy a tax of 15 
per cent on hides, thus disregarding the 
plain lessons of recent experience. It is ab- 
surdly claimed these duties will give farmers 
higher prices for hides and wool. Experi- 
ence has sufficiently proved the folly of tax- 
ing foreign mizing wools in the hope of in- 
creasing the price of the domestic product, 
which can be used to great advantage only 
when blended with other kinds. If a duty 
should raise the price of hides the benefit 
would go to the big packers, not the farm- 
ers. Competent observers say the average 
farmer does not slaughter more than one 
Ox a year, and consequently sells only 
one fifty-pound hide for §$2. Supposing 
the full amount of the duty be added to 
the price he would gain 30 cents. On 
the other hand, it is estimated by Mr. 
FP. W. Clarke, an expert in the leather indus- 
try, that the duty if added to the price would 
increase the gains of the Chicago packers by 
the amount of $4,000 a day. They carry enor- 
mous quantities of hides salted down and 
ready to be put on the market at a favorable 
opportunity. The McKinley bill would ad- 
vance the price of the hides they have on 
band, and these gains, together with future 
profits, would be charged back and come 
ultimately out of the pockets of the buyers of 
leather ware and goods. Farmers wear out 
boots and shoes rapidly, and they are great 
buyers of harness, saddlery, etc., and thus 
would be compelied to pay a large share of 
the big extra gains of the packers. Yet 
farmers are asked to accept with gratitude a 
tariff change that would tax them higher in 
order that a few men already rich could have 
greater profits! Republican Congressmen 
who vote for higher duties on wool and to put 
hides on the dutiabie list again will make a 
bad mistake,

Law is the in- 
carnation of force, and has been since the 
days of Sinai, It orders that this be done, it 
directs that that be not done, and it imposes 
apenalty if the order is disobeyed. The 
Majah does not yenture to say that he is in 
favor of abolishing the public schools, but 
their existence depends on the yearly use of 
force. Every yeara certain percentage of 
the property of the people is confiscated— 
taken by force—from the owners and used 
for the payment of the operating expenses of 
schools, where the chlidren of the entire com- 
munity may be educated free. It appears, 
then, that the free schools are founded on 
force. In this city four anda half millions 
of dollars are taken from the people by force 
of law and used for*free school purposes. If 
these contributions were voluntary how much 
would be collected? 

Who but an ignoramus, a Cracker of the 
Okefinokee Swanip, would write such twad- 
dle as this: 


It is a struggle for liberty; and every man who 
loves liberty of mind and conscience, who sees 
that no good can come from the coercion of con- 
science Snrone the brutal power of the State 
exercised by ta and ignorant poli- 
tician and enforced the clubs of a political 
constabulary, will join the demand that these 
barbaric and despétic evidences of ignorant 
malignancy be effaced from the statutes of every 
State in free America. 


Whose conscience is coerced when it is or- 
dered for the good of the State and of the 
pupil that the latter shall iearn the cliement- 
ary branches of education in English? Not 
the conscience of the child, for he is always 
anxious to learn the tongue which will be of 
the most use to him. If it is tne conscience 
of the parent, who wants his child to grow 
up maimed and crippled, ignorant and illiter- 
ate, weak as citizen and as breaawinner, 
then the sooner such sick consciences are 
given a httle\ curative medicine the better.

GEN, MORGAN’S MASTERLY DISCUSSION OF 
THE INDIAN QUESTION, 

At a very large and enthusiastic public 
meeting held in Boston, Mass., few days ago, 
in the interest of the Indians, several army 
officers, among them Gen: U. 0. Howard, Dr. 
Charles L. Eastman, a full-blooded Sioux In- 
dian who is being educated in that city, the 
Hon. John D. Long, the Hey. Edwara Ever- 
ett Hale, and Gen. T. J. Morgan, the United 
States Indian Commissioner, made unusually 
interesting and suggestive speeches, The 
most masterly discussion of the question, 
however, was made by Gen: Morgan. The 
knowledge of Indian nature, the practical, 
business-like suggestions of the speaker, and 
the thorough comprehension of the subject 
displayed by him emphasize the wisdom of 
the Senate in declining to listen to sectarian 
clamor while his confirmation was recently 
pending. 

Gen. Morgan put the Indian problem into 
the fewest possible words when he described 
it as simply the question, How shall we ab- 
sorb into our National life 250,000 Indians? 
The Commissioner supplied the answer him- 
self: “ We are to do this by the same meth- 
ods by which we have successfully absorbed 
millions of Irish, millions of Germans, anc 
millions still of other nationalities.” Instead 
of doing this, however, the Indians, after all 
these years of contact with civilizatuon, are 
Indiacs still, for the reason that, in the words 
of the Commissioner, we have been treating 
them not as Indian-Americans but as Amer- 
ican Indians. No studentof the Indian ques- 
tion, no official charged with the responsi- 
bility of dealing with them, has ever put 
their case forward more forcibly or more 
correctly than Gen. Morgan does in his state- 
ment of their rights and duties and their re- 
lations to the white race. He says:

of the Indian question than these; ‘Land in 
severalty and citizenship without an En- 
giish education and industrial training 
would be of little vaiue to the Indian. Land, 
law, and education will make of the rising 


generation complete American citizens.” 


Gen. Howard, who has had large experi- 
ence with the Indians as an army officer, 
paid Gen. Morgan this high compliment: 
‘* Commissioner Morgan bas gone straight to 
the mark on this Indian question. I do not 
think of tim in his present piace, but think 
of him as in the army. Now, as then, he 
goes straight to the marx.” Congress and 
the Administration will go straight to the 
mark also if they stand behind Gen. Mergar, 
and reinforce him with generous appropria- 
tuons and moral support. There is no more 
competent man in the United States to deal 


with the Indian question than the Indian 


Commissioner. 


Capt. MarsHa.i of the Engineer Corns is 
opposed to the constant discharge by Unicago 
into the Illinois River of from 5,000 to 10,000 
cubic feet a second, thinking “it would cause 
flowage damages that would not otherwise 
occur.”’ It is possible that he has not allowed 
enough for the influence of the Desplaines in 
acting as a brake on the discharge from the 
Chicago channel and stopping it in whole or 
in part till the waters of the more viojent 
stream have run off. In other words, instead 
of the Lilinois Valley having to deal with the 
Desplaines floods ana the Chicago discharge 
unitedly it wili only have to deal with them 
separately. The waters of the Desplaines 
will have so much higher a head that when 
they meet those from tne lake near Willow 
Springs or at Summit they will prevent 
the latter from pursuing their westward 
course, and at the Sag they will 
hold back the drainage waters coming ip 
from the Calumet district when that drain- 
age canal is cut. Thus when the Ohio is up 
it backwaters the Mississippi for a long dis- 
tance up stream, as the Missouri does the 
same stream near Alton. If the Captain’s 
fear is that the Chicago discharge, added to 
the floods of the Kankakee, Fox, and Ver- 
million, will cause an overflow which would 
not otherwise occur, the Desplaines being 
assumed to be quiescent, he may console 
himseif with tne reflection that such coinci- 
dences will be extremely rare. If they 
should turn out to be frequent, so that ‘‘littie 
summer freshets”’ plus the artificial Chica- 
go discharge did m.scbief, then instead of 
removing the dams altogether, against which 
he protests vigorously because he is in favor 
of siack water. navigation, why not take two 
or three feet off of them? The engineer 
ought to be able to reconcile fhe problem of 
a constant discharge from Chicago with the 
demands of the Government works. 


It would seem there must.be some mistake 
about the report sent from Washington that 
the McKinley committes has decided to in- 
crease the duties on the lower grades of yel- 
veteen 100 per cent, The present need is a 
reduction, not an advance, of taxes, and 
hence a largely increased levy on velveteen 
cannot be justified as necessary to procure 
revenue. Nor can it be defended as needed 
for the protection of a home industry. Vel- 
veteen is not produced in the United States. 
It is, however, an article of common use, and 
an increase of the price would be generally 


Selt. An increase of duty to the extent of 100 


per cent when more revenue is not wanted 
and there is no home industry to protect 
would mean simply that certain favored per- 
sons in the Eust are to be set up and main- 
tained in business by artificially increasing 
the charges on consumers immensely.
